Since the St. Catharines General Motors Foundry is a cost competitive, world class, high 
quality operation with a highly skilled and motivated work force; and 


Since the loss of these jobs will mean the loss of $130 million in wages and salaries to 
the economy of the Niagara Region and the Province of Ontario; and 
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Since the implications for businesses and industries that service and supply the auto sector 
are extremely negative and serious; and 


Since whenever a production line and a significant part of a plant shuts down, the fixed 
cost of maintaining the rest of the operation increases and the quality of components from 


elsewhere cannot be guaranteed; 


The Legislative Assembly of Ontario should urge General Motors to continue the 
operation of its Foundry in St. Catharines.
